Applicant's arguments, see page 4, lines 13-16, filed 13 January 2005, with 
respect to claims 1-20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-20 has been withdrawn. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
United States Patent No. 6,331,100 issued to Liu et al. disclose in Fig. 4 and in column 
3, lines 46-51: 

The compressor airfoil 12 typically twists from root to tip for maximizing compressor performance. 
The twist is defined by a stagger angle A measured between the chord 30 and axial axis X at the 
leading edge 26, for example, for each radial section. The stagger typically increases from root to 
tip, and is larger at the tip than at the root. 

There is no disclosure of the stagger increasing above the root, and decreasing 
above a midspan pitch section of the airfoil, as is required in all of the claims. And in 
the examiner's opinion, at the time the invention was made, one having ordinary skill in 
the art would not have been motivated to modify the Liu et al. invention without 
Applicant's disclosure, since Liu et al. do not fairly suggest a decreasing stagger above 
a midspan pitch section of an airfoil which has as increasing stagger above the airfoil 
root.
